MAGISTRATE'S DECISION 


In the Marine Court this morning 
the Hon. Commander G. F. Hole, 
R.N.,. heard-certain points which Mr. 
Leo d'Almada, solicitor for the de- 
fence, raised in regard to an appli- 

_ cation fox the re-hearing of the sum- 
mona lodged against Mr. Chow Jar- 
hoo, manager of the San Nam 5.8. 
Co, by Mr. A. G. Corbin, formerly 
Chief’ Officer of the “Charles -Har- 
douin.” | 

It will be recalled that the sum- 
mons was heard some weeks ago in 


the same Court when defendant was 
found guilty and fined $1,000. 
Objecion to Seal 
Mr. d’Almada, in making an ap- 
plication for a re-hearing of the 
whole case, raised certain arguments 
with regard to the. authority of a 
.Marine Magistrate, and also whe- 
ther the Marine Court was the 
authorised tribunal to hear a case of 
the description in which his client 
was involved. Mr. d’Almada also ob- 
jected to the seal which was placed 
on the summons, stating that the 
seal used was that of the Harbour 
Office and not of the Marine Magis- 
trate. 
The Hon. Commander G. F. Hole, 
jn refusing) the application, said :— 
“Having heard the evidence for 
the prosecution and no evidence be- 
ing tendered by the defence and hav- 
ing heard the’ solicitor for the de- 
_fendant I convicted the defendant 
on the charge of “obstructing, im- 
’ peding, or molesting, under Section 
287 (Sub-Se@tion 2) of the Mer- 
chants’ Shipping Act 1994, and’ im- 
posed a fine of $1,000. This fine was 
paid. Later an application was made 
to review my decision. In support 


- of such applications the following 


submissions have been made on be- 
half of the defendant. 


_.: 1 That the document purporting to 


be the summons is defective in 
that (a) in form it is not the 
summons of the Court, but is a 
notice issuing from the Marine 
Magistrate's office. (b) Tt is not 
signed by a Marine Magistrate. 
{c) It is not properly sealed. 
(d) The words “did without law- 
ful permission of the. officer in 
charge go into the navigation 
bridge of the said ship,” do not 
indicate any offence under the 
sectian quoted. 

. That I as Marine Magistrate and 
the only Marine Magistrate had 
no power to hear and determine 
the case. 

. That a proper Court to hear and 
determine the case could only be 
formed under Section 19 under 
the Merchants Shipping Ordinance 
1899, and that no such Court is 
or was in existence. 


Reply to Submissions 


On the above suubmission I have 
heen referred to (1) Government no- 
tification No. 79, of February 11, 
1927, as to the appointment of Com- 
maner Newill as a “Magistrate.” 
(2) Sections 7, 8 and 9 of the Magis- 
trate’s ordinance of 1890. (3) 
“Gazette” Notification, of July 24, 
1924, as to my appointment as Mar- 
ine Magistrate. (4) The definition 
of “Magistrate” in the Interpreta- 
tion Ordinance of 1911. (5) Sub- 
Section. 2(A) and 2(B) Section 41 
of the Merchants’ Shipping Ordin- 
ance of 1899 read together with Sub- 
Section 3 of that Ordinance.

Chairman's Speech 


As on the last occasion, we have 
converted all silyer currency figures 
to Hong Kong’ dollars and all Gold 
currency figures to sterling at the 
parties.

Last year, 
this eompany possessed 480 miles of 
electrified lines; at the present time 
the total is 546: miles. . The difference 
of 66 miles is due to. the conversion 
from steam to electric traction of the 
lines from Pau to Laruns, from Buzy 
to Bedous and: thence, across the 
Pyrenees, to Forges @’Abel. The full 
electrification programme of the Midi 
Company, portions of ‘which ara steadi- 
ly being carried out year by year, com- 
prises the conversion to electric trag- 
tion of a.further length of 1,137 miles 
of existing track and the constraction 
of 368% miles of new line, The neges- 
sary current is derived from six hydro- 
electric plants, all of which are in the 
Pyrenees region. A seventh plant, that 
at Artouste in the Vallee d’Ossau 
(Basses-Pyreness),. is approaching 
completion; it will have a capacity. of 
11,000 kw. R ' 

Turning to general - considerations 
regarding the production of ‘electrical 
energy in the country as a’ whole, we ; 
find that according to statistics issued 
by the Ministry of Public Works, up- 
wards of 11,000 million kw-h. of elec- 
tricity were produced during 1926, as 
compared with 7,480 millions during ; 
1923. Working at 70 per cent. of full 
capacity, the hydro-electric plants pro- 
duced 4,780 million kw.-h. during 1926. 
The figures for 1923, which would have 
been interesting for purposes of com- 
parison are not, however, quoted. Much 
has been done, and is still being accom- 
plished, in the matter of the linking up 
of hydro-electric and thermal . power : 
stations, and of adjacent electricity- 
supply undertakings. This procedure 
has been almost invariably followed by 
a deerease in running costs and an in- 
crease in current sales: It has been 
stated above that one of the leading 
French railway companies is to derive

"BUSINESS: LIFE = 


“Knowledge of a foreign langu- 
age? said Sir Harold Bowden, in 
an address on “Salesmanship’ and 
‘Foreign Languages” beforé the In- 
atitute of Linguists at the Kinge- 
way ‘Hail recently, “Is not an end, 
but ‘a means to an-end., It is only a 
preliminary to getting to know 
something of the people who speak 
that - Ianguage. You learn most 
from: travelling ' or living in the 
country and mixing with the, 
people.” : : 
By way of. practical illustration 
Sir Harold Bowden spoke through- 
out in French. He said he had al- 
ways felt that: there was too broad 
a gulf between the - commercial 
world and the academic—not ‘in the 
matter of languages alone, but, 
generally speaking, in the concep- 


tion which the educationist had of], 


education as a preparation’ for a 
practical life. oe

. When Funds Become Available 


Greater Tientsin, Mr. Tsui, initiated 
the organisation’ of what is known 
as the Provincial Commission for the 
Improvement of the Haiho. They 
have, heretofore, endeavoured to. get 
a Bill for issuing the $4,000,000 Hai- 
ho Improvement bonds wpassed in the 
Legislative Division of the National 
Government. The said bond issue 
was sanctioned only a few days ago” 
and the Administrative Division of 
the Central Government in a pre- 
vious meeting resolved that the Na- 
tional Construction Commission shall 
take part in the Provincial Haih 
Improvement Commission. : 

The North China River Commis- 
sion is a branch of the National Con- 
struction Commission whose principal 
duties involve the designing and exe- 
eution of all hydrautic improvements 
in north China, whether it be flood 
control work, river regulation for 
navigation, irrigation, drainage, water 
power development, harbour and dock 
works, or sea coast protection. The 
plans exhibited to-day are in fact 
developed in compliance with the de- 
crease issued to us by the National! 
Construction Commission. 

Past and Present Plans 

Although our good predecessors, 
the engineers of the. former Chihli 
River Commission, had the idea of 
building a detention basin. at Kuan- 
ting and forming a silting basin at 
Tahotien, nevertheless they prepared 
no concrete plans and detaiied draw- 
ings required for the construction, 
such as we now exhibit before you. 

Qur plans consist of the building 
of a detention basin at Kuanting -for 
decreasing the flood peak and reduc- 
ing breach emergencies a:ong the 
lower course of the Yungtingho to 
the minimum, the strengthening and 
elevating of ~< the lower Yungtingho 
and Pei-Yunho dykes to avoid the 
plains south of the Yungtingho and 
east of the Pei-Yunho being inundat- 
ed; the widening and deepening of 
the Pei-Yunho channel from Chuchi- 
tien to Peitsang to provide for an 
unobstructed flow of the two regi- 
mens the buikding.of one. ship lock 
at Peitsang to facilitate the water: 
rne traffic between Tientsin and 
Tungehow; the construction of “two 
sets of control gates at Peitsang, one 


at the head of: the new channel, for. 
properly regulating the flow both 
‘down the Pei-Yunho and to Tahotien; 
the taking of an’ artificial - channel 
from Peitsang to Tahotien to accom- 
jmodate the surplus flow _ when: the 
storage capacity of the . Yungtinghe 
delta is “fully ‘utilized “and the maxi 
mum discharge. capacity of the. Pei- 
Yunho below Peltsang: is attained; 
the construction of “an embankment

PIRATES AGAIN 


THREE HUNDRED OPERATING 
OUTSIDE WOOSUNG 


UNFORTUNATE ESCAPE 


More than 200 pirates, who 
been operating outside Woosung dur- 
ing the past few weeks under one Lu 
Pao-kuei, were surrounded on - April 
29 at Hsiao. Mino Hung\.as the re- 
sult of a determined attack, by joint 
military, naval and police forces, but 
the majority succeeded in making 
their escapa ‘after a desperate four- 
hours’ fight. More than ten of the’ 
gang were 
have been made. Several policemen 
were shot in the fray. 

Information had been received by 
the authurities that « number lof 
pirate vesstls were creating havoc 
among vessels at Hsiao Miao Hong 
so the joint forces. were sent to the 
spot. In accordane> with: plans de- 
cided upon, all tha, strategic points 
were blocked by gunboats and tho 
pirates were surrounded, “At a given 
order, the official _ forees opened. 
fire, which was returned by the 
pirates. This was kept up for four 
hours, after. which the pirates, see. 
ing a gap in the Government lines, 
dashed: through this and escaped in 
an easterly direction. 

This group of pirates, together 
with two other much larger Kangs, 
led by, former geacrals, have been 
operating arsind Woosung and caus 
ing shippers heavy losses and, al- 
though effurts have been made to 
wipe them out, these have thus far 
been unsuccessful. | 


In this connection, it is of inter-|. 


est to note that one Wu Dah Kou- 
tse, a notorious gangman and pirate 
leader, whose gang operates on the 
Taihu Lake, -was. arrested by the 
Bureau of Public Safety in Nantao 
and later sent to Soochow for trial.

In the first case, whilst Mr, 
FE. L, Hann (acting chairman) spoke 
of the great promise of carbonisa- 
tion, little hope of a sound commer- 
cial success was expressed. by the 
company, which intended to lose no 
money .on ifistalling low temperature 
carbonisation. Powdered coal . on 
ships was. dealt with very enthusias- 
tically. It was held. out as the great 
hope for the British coal industry, 
and the. case of-the Hororata was 
indieated with serious interest. He 
even indicated the day when powder- 
ed coal would, be preferred to oil. 
And the sooner this day arrives the 
better for the depressed coal, indus- 
try.

POTENTIAL MILBAGE 
WASTED 


The following is the second of 
a series of articles on the modern 
tyre, the first of which appeared 
in the “Ford Times’:— 

There are many ways in which 
potential’ mileage .can ‘be wasted 
by the unthinking motorist. It 
may be safely assumed that to- 
day the pneumatic tyre is a 
thoroughly sound article. _“Prob- 
ably in no industry “have such 
great strides been made in im- 
manufacturing pro- 
cesseg and in the acquiring of 
technical knowledge and _ skill, 
as in the Tyre industry. 

Years ago there is no doubt 
that many cars were under-tyred 
and even. when the tyres were 
fully inflated they did not con- 
tain.a- sufficient volume of air to 
support the load. Tyre manufac- 
turers’ have maintained close con- 
tact with car manufacturers and 
this contact has. resulted in ade- 
quate sizes of tyres being fitted 
to the ‘various car models as 
standard equipment. 

Inflation Pressure 

We have said that the whole 
secret of, successful performance 
in connection with pneumatic 
tyres is bound up with the que 
tion of inflation pressure. 
every case there must be a suffi- 
cient quantity of air in the tyre 
to support the ‘load and to pro- 
vide reasonable shock absorption. 

Although it is so obvious that 
pneumatic tyres depend for their 
satisfactory performance upon the 
air in them, it is “still unfortun- 
ately true that this inflation ques- 


damage caused is. frequently im- 
possible to repair and the motor- 
ist will appreciate. that through 
neglect ofthe air pressure ques- 
tion, a thoroughly sound tyre can 
be destroyed with very serious 
consequences to the tyre bill, _ 

So much are tyre failures due 
to abuse by owners, that the 
various tyre firms have ‘special 
examination and testing organisa- 
tions, a part of whose duties it is 
to deliberately reproduce various 
forms of tyre abuse to prove their 
effects upon tyre life. 

The Tyre Tread 


Apart from the damage which. 


under-inflation must obviously. in- 
flict upon’ the tyre “casing,” it has 
its effect also on the tyre tread. 
This may appear curious, but it 
should be explained that when the 
tread is insufficiently supported 
by air pressure and is “flabby,” it 
tends to spread itself over the 
road and the constant scraping 
movement of the tread on the 
road leads to undue abrasion. 
This is a type of . unnecessary 
wear: directly 
under-inflation. . The illustration 
reproduced shows a typical ex-+ 
ample of such wear and it is un- 
necessary. to point out that by 
neglecting .the inflation pressure 
question, a motorist is needlessly 
sacrificing a. considerable amount 
of potential tread wear,

Everything is in the user’s hands, 
and it is very well worth while 
paying the necessary attention 
the inflation question, because 
correctly inflated tyres do have a 
proper chance of rendering the 
mileage built into them by their 
makers, 
Test Pressures

wholly attributable to neglect of 
the inflation pressure question.

Comparative speeds always form 
a rather fascinating subject, parti- 


4 cularly if the figures. are -recorded 


officially beyond the highest average 
attained over a set distance by any 
machine, or, for the matter of that, 
by any man’ (says the “Auto-car” 
in mail week). 

No Common Formula 

Unfortunately, it: is extraordin- 
arily difficult to reduce all the re- 
sults to a common formula. The 
methods of timing and the means 
for ensuring accuracy .in some 
sections of sport seem to bé. very 
much sftticter than in others, and 
there is no central body to collect 
and ‘classify the various times and 
speeds, 

At the moment, of course, the 
aeroplane holds pride of place as 
regards ‘maximum. mechanical | 
speed, which, taking into con- 
sideration the fact that an air 
course can be found anywhere— 
on unhindered course at that—is 
only to be expected. The record- 
ed speed most accurately measured 
over a stretch traversed a number 
of.times by the aeroplane, in order 
fo obtain the true average, is 
318.18 m.p.h., credited . to Major 
Bernhardi with a .Fiat-engined 
seaplane built for the Schneider 
Cap..: He was said to- have  at- 
tained 342 m.ph. on one run. 
This record’ will;.it is hoped, he 
beaten before long . by. a. British 
seaplane, and undoubtedly 400 
m.p.h. will be reached in the course 
of the. next few years.

"IN PENSIONS 


A COMPARISON | 


EQUAL TO FRANCE AND 
GERMANY COMBINED 


£913,000,000 SPENT 
London, Yesterday. 

In the debate in the House of 
Commons to-day, on the vote for 
the Ministry of pensions, Major 
Tryon, Minister of Pensions, said 
it was still almost the largest 
single vote for any of your great 
departments. * The Ministry’s work 
affected the weekly budget of about 
3,000,000 families, and the number 
of their beneficiaries was about 
3,500,000. ne 


‘At the end of the current year we 
should have spent since the begin- 
ning of war—that was in the last 15 
years—no less than £913,000,000 on 
war pensions. He had taken pains 
to ascertain how this compared 
with the expenditure of other great 
countries who, along with us, were 
most heavily engaged in the Great 
War. oe dss 

He found that as compared with 
our £913,000,000 France had spent 
approximately £500,000,000 and 
Germany approximately £400,000,- 
000, so that we had spent, roughly, 
an amount on pensions. equal to 
those two great countries combined. 
Unlike other countries, we had 
adjusted our scale of pensions to 
meet the enhanced price of the cost 
of commodities so that the pension- 


er should not suffer. He estimated 


| for the next few years expenditure 
on pensions would be about forty-|
